But  as 
the  Reafons  on  which  I  declined  taking 
any  Part  in,  or  giving  any  Support  to  the 
New  Adminijiration  are  of  a  public  Kind  ; 
and  as  at  this  interefting  Period,  I  with  to 
communicate  the  Motives  of  my  Adtions 
to  as  many  as  it  may  concern  to  be  in¬ 
formed  of  them,  I  have  determined  to 
circulate  them  thro’  the  Channel  of  the 
Prefs.  If  you  take  the  Trouble  of  read¬ 
ing  them,  they  may  perhaps  contribute  to 

fofteft 
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foften  or  to  juftify  the  Refufal,  which  my 
Honour  and  my  belt  judgment  obliged 
me  to  return. 

As  foon  as  I  had  refolved  to  make  my 
Sentiments  public,  it  was  neceflary  to 
throw  them  rather  into  the  Form  of  a 
Tradl,  than  of  a  Letter,  as  the  unavoida¬ 
ble  Repetition  of  Titles,  and  the  other 
Formalities  of  the  Epiftolary  Style,  are 
inconfiftent  with  that  Freedom  of  Difcuf- 
fion  which  fo  interefting  a  political  Sub¬ 
ject  feerned  to  require.

T  F  I  could  have  prevailed  on  myiilf  to 
A  have  deferted  that  Syliem  which  I  have 
fo  heartily  approved,  and  thofe  Friends 
with  whom  I  have  fo  uniformly  afted  for 
thefe  two  Years,  it  mull:  have  been  from 
Motives,  not  of  Ambition  or  Interelf,  but 
from  the  ProfpecSt  of  promoting  Hill  more 
effe&ually  the  Public  Benefit.  I  cannot, 
however,  indulge  this  pleafing  Hope  from 
the  Arrangements  which  are  now  taking 
Place. 

The  Meafures  of  the  Gentlemen  con¬ 
cerned  in  them,  are  not  yet  fufficiently 
public  to  warrant  an  Examination  of  them; 
I  muft  ground  therefore  my  Judgment  on 
that  Plan  which  they  themfelves  have  laid 
for  the  Bafis  of  their  political  Merit:  They 

cannot 
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cannot  accufe  me  of  undervaluing  their 
Pretenflons  if  I  accept  in  the  fulled;  Ex¬ 
tent  even  the  Promifes  which  their  re¬ 
cruiting  Serjeant  makes  at  the  Drum- 
Head,  to  perfuade  Men  to  enlift. 

The  New  Minifters  are  proclaimed 
the  Deliverers  of  their  Country.  The  In¬ 
fluence  ofl  the  Favourite  is  to  be  entirely  re¬ 
moved,  and  his  Friends  to  be profleribed.  I  have 
promifed  to  accept  this  Proclamation  with¬ 
out  Reftridtions.  I  will  not  therefore  en  - 
quire  whether  the  Favourite  w’hom  they 
pretend  to  abjure,  is  not  the  great  Ma¬ 
gician,  who  gives  even  the  Appearance  of 
Solidity  to  this  Phantom  of  an  Adminiilra- 
tion;  whether  they  did  not  receive  from' 
his  Hand  the  deputed  Wands  of  which 
they  are  fo  vain ;  whether  they  do  not 
owe  their  introduction  to  his  reftlefs  Am¬ 
bition;  and  whether  he  did  not  therefore 
introduce  them  becaufe  he  thinks  them 
unable  to  acquire  that  ground  of  public 
Confidence,  which,  incapable  of  procur¬ 
ing  himfelf,  his  Envy  and  Intrigue  will 
never  fuffer  any  public  Man  to  enjoy  ?  I 
will  not  therefore  enquire  whether  this  is 

a  Merit 
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&  Merit  peculiar  to  thefe  Gentlemen.  I 
have  ever  been  perfuaded  that  the  late 
Minifter  atted  without  Concert  or  Depen¬ 
dence  on  the  Earl  of  Bute,  and  that  upon 
that  Condition  he  accepted  the  Treafury; 
the  Public  too  muft  now  be  perfuaded  of 
it,  and  convinced  that  he  is  removed  only 
becaufe  he  difdained  to  hold  his  Employ¬ 
ment  by  any  other  Tenure  than  that  of 
public  Service ;  and  becaufe  he  had  the 
Spirit  to  inlift  upon  the  taking  down  that 
Scotch  Banner  which  had  hitherto  been 
fo  triumphantly  flying  over  fo  great  Part  of 
the  united  Kingdoms  :  But  be  it  as  they 
pretend,  and  fuppofe  them  to  be  attempt¬ 
ing  in  earned:  the  Deftrudtion  of  the  Scotch 
Favourite’s  Power  and  Followers ;  what  is 
to  be  the  Gain  to  the  Public  ?  Is  this  any 
Thing  more  than  a  Squabble  about  Places, 
or  is  a  Scotch  Favourite  the  only  one  to  be 
feared  ?  The  very  Lift  of  Appointments 
proves  only  that  the  Favourites  of  others 
are  to  fucceed  to  the  vacant  Places  :  But  if 
neither  Abilities  nor  Experience  are  the 
Recommendations,  for  my  own  Part  I  feel 
lefs  Indignation  at  being  governed  by  the 
Favourite  of  the  Prince,  than  by  the  De¬ 
pendants 
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pendants  on  any  Subject :  Still  lefs  Rea- 
fon  furely  has  the  Public  to  rejoice ;  Rill 
lefs  have  I  to  give  any  Affiftance,  if,  what 
I  am  convinced  of,  fhall  appear  to  be  the 
Truth,  that  we  are  now  to  be  under  the 
Dominion  of  double  Favouritiifn,  and  that 

the  Creatures  of  the  Dukes  of - - and 

- — — ■  are  to  fhare  the  Graces  of  the 
Crown,  with  thofe  for  whom  Lord  Bute 
has  gratefully  dipulated  a  Protection.  As 
I  mean  not  to  be  perfonal,  I  fhall  not  en¬ 
ter  into  any  Examination  of  the  Characters 
of  the  New  Minidxy,  of  whom,  having 
never  mixed  in  thofe  Diverfions  to  which 
they  have  given  the  greater  Part  of  their 
Time,  it  is  impoffible  for  me  to  fpeak 
knowingly. — Senlible  themfelves  that  the 
Bottom  of  their  Abilities  or  Experience  is 
too  narrow  to  bear  them,  they  feek  for 
Shelter  under  other  Names  than  their  own, 
and  having  received  the  Nominations  of 
every  Officer  from  a  Duke,  who  himfclf 
Rands  the  lead:  forward,  hope  to  owe  their 
Succefs  to  the  Patronage  of  Men  who  are 
known  to  be  mod:  adverfe.  With  this 
View  they  are  daily  promifing  to  their  Ad¬ 
herents  the  Approbation  and  Support  of 

fome 
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feme  who  have  abiolutely  refpfed,  and  of 
others  who  have  not  confented  tp  an  Union 
with  their  Party. 

Thofe  who  hold  the  two  bigheft. Stations 
in  the  Law,  have  ?noJl  fnljly  been  cited,  as 
giving  Sandion  to  a  Change,  which  in  fad 
they  have  moil  publickly  and  fmcerely  re¬ 
gretted.  The  Marquis,  the  Favourite  of  the 
Army  and  of  the  People,  and  anothei  noble 
Lord  clofely  united  to  him  in  Affedion  and 
in  Office,  have,  with  equal  Injuftice,  been 
held  forth  as  Friends  to  a  Syftem  of 
which  they  have  declared  their  Diiappro- 
bation.  But  thefe  young  Gentlemen,  who 
have  never  appeared  on  any  Stage  bej'oi  e,  in 
order  to  conciliate  to  themfelves  the  good 
Opinion  of  the  Public,  have  been  induftn- 
ous  to  inform  us,  that  they  undertake  the 
Reprefentation  of  this  Political  Diama  at 
the  particular  Defire  of  the  popular  Statefmart. 
They  have  circulated,  with  uncommon  Affi- 
duity,  and  affierted  with  great  Authority, 
that  Mr.  Pitt  heartily  approved  of  the  new 
Syftem,  that  he  would  give  to  it  himfeif, 
and  folicit  for  it  from  his  Friends  a  cordial 
Support.  As  I  have  no  Commerce  with 
*  C  that 
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that  Gentleman,  I  can  only  judge  of  tl  * 
Part  which  he  will  take,  from  what  I  think 
his  Temper,  his  Opinions,  and  his  Cha- 
rader  would  lead  him  to.  The  Plan  was 
not  even  formed  when  they  pretended  to 
have  received  his  Approbation.  The  leaH 

ing  Voice  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  that 

from  which  every  Friend  of  Government 
is  to  take  it’s  Tone,  was  not  even  named, 
when  it  was  afferted,  that  this  Gentleman 
had  engaged  to  eccho  its  Sentiments.  I 
«.i  ufl  that  i  have  a  due  Senfe  of  the  Conie- 
quence  of  thote  indefatigable  Gentlemen, 
wno  have  acted  the  Greyhounds  upon  this 
Occafon;  but  I  own  I  cannot  yet  perfuade 
myfelf,  that  Mr.  Pitt  has  made  them  the 
Depositaries  of  his  political  Purpofes,  or  en- 
turned  them  with  the  Power  of  Setting  his 
Sea<s  to  a  Treaty  of  Administration  as  yet 
unfinished.  To  fpeak  of  it  as  far  'as  is 
known  I  ftiould  form  a  Recollection  of  Some 
former  Tranfadtions,  be  difpofed  to  doubt 
whether  he  would  be  induced  to  approve 
and  to  embark  in  any  Expedition,  where 
General  Conway  was  the  Second  in  Com¬ 
mand  Did  he  really  approve  the  Syftem, 
to  whten  for  the  Sake  of  procuring  more 


n  umer- 
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numerous  Subfcriptions,  they  have  prefixed 
hisName  in  fuch  Capital  Letters,  I  am  per- 
fuaded  he  would  have  taken  fome  official 
Department ;  that  he  would  have  nomi¬ 
nated  Men,  to  whole  Interefts  he  was  at¬ 
tached,  and  on  whofe  Principles  and  Plans 
he  could  have  depended  ;  and  that  being 
iecure  of  anfwering  his  own  Purpofes,  by 
accepting  the  Forts  of  Government,  he 
would  not  have  buffered  them  to  have 
dropped  into  the  Hands  of  a  Miniftry  com- 
pofed  of  the  Extravagancies  of  Youth,  and 
of  the  Infirmities  of  Age.  I  know  that  ano¬ 
ther  very  refpe&able  Name  is  held  out  as 
the  Shield  of  A]  ax,  under  which  thefe  mili¬ 
tary  Statefmen  are  to  march  to  Conqueft  : 
It  were  to  be  wifhed,  that  thofe  to  whom 
the  Circulation  of  thefe  Reports  is  com¬ 
mitted,  had  been  forbidden  to  fport  with 
Names  fo  near  the  Throne,  and  particu¬ 
larly  that  a  Reftraint  had  been  put  on  that 
infolent  Publication  in  which  it  was  de¬ 
clared,  That  this  noble  Pcrfonage  was  recalled 
to  a  Second  Life,  by  the  JDiJireJfes  of  his  Ne¬ 
phew  :  It  were  to  be  wilhed,  becaufe  to 
thofe  who  know  that  the  real  Diftreffes  of 
the  C —  muff  arife  from  an  Opppfition  to 
•  :  ■  Co  th? 
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the  Government ;  and  who  recolledt  that 
the  moffc  fteady  and  obftinate  Oppofitiop 
has  been  made  to  it  fqr  fome  Time  palR 
by  all  the  Friends  of  this  Perfonage;  that 
Expreffion  may  feem  to  imply,  that  dur¬ 
ing  his  former  Life,  he  had  either  ilept  re- 
gardlefs  of  the  Royal  Miferies,  or  been  only 
awakened  to  increafe  them.  Who  is  the 
mighty  Hermes,  who,  at  proper  Seafons, 
cat  adimitque  Somnos,  it  is  unneceffary  to 
enquire.  I  only  aik  whether  it  is  expedient 
for  me  to  engage  in  an  Adminiftration, 
formed  under  his  Aufpices.  Whether  his 
Moderation  and  Temper  are  fuch  asdifpofe 
him  to  confult,  in  his  Nominations,  the 
Public  Service,  rather  than  the  Partialities 
of  a  Private  Affection  ?  Whether  thofe  who 
compofe  his  Circle  are  eminent  for  any  Qua¬ 
lities  but  that  of  blind  Obedience,  fitted 
indeed  thereby  for  the  Difcipline  of  a  Camp, 
not  for  the  free  Councils  of  a  Cabinet,  or

the  Independence  of  a  Senate  ?  The  fingle 
Purpofe  of  putting  forward  a 
muft  always  be  treated  with  Refpedt,  can 
only  be  that  of  uniting  Men:  The  Uncer¬ 
tainty  and  Variety  of  Meafures  which  have 
been  purfued  urider  it,  leave  little  Room  to 
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fiope  for  a  Stability  of  Syflern,  even  were 
his  Life  to  be  as  long  as  our  Regards  would 
make  us  with  it.  In  whatever  Light,  there- 
fore,  I  look  at  this  Adminiftration,  whe¬ 
ther  on  the  hollow  Ground,  on  which  they 
have  chofen  to  put  themfelves,  the  exchang¬ 
ing,  or  rather  accumulating  Favoritifm, 
which  they  pretend  to  aboliffi ;  or  on  the 
Motley  and  difcordant  Ages  and  Charac¬ 
ters,  w'hich  compofe  it ;  or  on  thofe  whom 
either  falfely  or  fruitlefsly  they  claim  as 
their  Protestors,  I  am  confirmed  in  my 
Refolirtion  of  refufing  to  give  it  either 
Countenance  or  Support:  But  were  either 
their  Abilities  or  Purpofes  laudable,  which 
I  think  they  are  not,  they  would  not  I  am 
perfuaded  be  long  in  a  Situation  to  exert 
them.  The  Office  which  was  laid  in  my 
Way  mull,  to  have  flopped  me  in  my 
Courfe,  have  had  the  appearance  of  Perma¬ 
nency  as  well  as  Plonour.  And  when  I 
fay*  that  under  this  Adminiftration,  none 
can  can  be  permanent,  I  ought  to  give  you 
nay  Reafons  for  the  Aflertion.  They  are 
thele :  . 

In  the  firft  PI  ace,  their  Support  will  ei¬ 
ther  fail,  or  betray  them.  To  explain  this 

•  *  4ft 
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it  is  neceffary  to  itate  the  two  Branches  of 
the  Alternative;  either  the  Earl  of  Bute 
privately  engages  to  fupport  this  Admini 
.  llration  .with  his  Influence;  or  he  takes  no 

Part  in  it:  And  I  Hate  this  as  the  Queftion 
on  which  tneir  Succefs  muft  depend,  as  fe- 
pai  ate  from,  and  more  effential  to,  their  Con 
tinuance  than  that  of  their  Parliamentary 
Strength,  becaufe  it  is  the  Grounds  on 
which  they  themfelves  principally  rely.-  It 
is,  eduaIi>'  impoffible  for  them  to  expert  an 

adequate  fupport  from  a  Minority  which 

was  reduced  laft  Winter  fo  low  as  Thirty- 
fix.  And  however  forcible  the  Power  of 
the  Crown  may  feem  preffing  upon  the  Ne- 

Ipf  '  ceflltlcs  or  vmty  of  Individuals,  and  how 

much  foever  the  Veterans  of  this  Corps  may 
pique  themfelves  on  their  Adroitnefs  and 
former  Succeis  in  applying  to  tliefe  Necef- 
imes,  I  do  not  eflimatc  the  Honefty  of  the 
Times  fo  low  as  to  imagine  that  even,  the 
veiy  Dependants  of  Government  will  at 
once  abruptly,  and  without  Hefitation, 
contradict  and  repeal  every  Meafurc  with 
which  they  have,  for  thefe  two  laft  Years, 
concurred.  But  were  the  Expectations  of 
the  New  Miniftry  ever  fo  well  grounded 

.  ^  I'p  were 
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Were  they  even  fecure  of  a  Parliamentary 
Support,  the  Difrniffion  of  that  Minifter 
on  whofe  Fall  they  rife,  is  a  Proof  that  th« 
moft  extenlive  Confidence,  both  within 
Doors  and  without,  acquired  and  fupported 
by  Re&itude  of  Meafures  and  Ability  of 
Administration,  is  no  Security  againft  a  fe- 
«ret  but  more  powerful  Influence.  Ad¬ 
mit  then  that  the  Promifes  of  the  Favou¬ 
rite,  either  of  Support  or  Neutrality,  are  as 
explicit  as  they  with  them,  the  Refult  mull 
be  their  Ruin.  He  may  have  confented 
for  a  while,  that  his  Friends  fhould  be 
negledted ;  he  may  even  have  confented 
that  his  Retreat  may  be  covered,  and 
the  new  Minifters  may  acquire  a  Power 
(of  which  he  will  afterwards  difpofe)  that: 
they  fhould  difmifs  thofe  to  whom  a 
Continuance  in  Office  is  moil  indifferent.  1 
will  not  now  obferve  upon  the  Difhoneily 
or  Pufillanimity  of  difowning  that  Support 
to  which  they  muff,  in  reality,  be  indebted 
for  their  Continuance.  It  will  in  fome 

Meafuie,  indeed,  carry itsPunifhment along 

with  it,  by  detaching  that  Clafs  of  Men 
'  who,  not  verfed  in  Court  Secrets,  will  be 
apt  to  take  him  at  their  Word,  and  who 

will 
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1  ,  y  '  •  * 

will  oppofc  them  from  the  Idea  of  their 
utter  Inability  to  execute  what  they  pro- 
fefs.  But  fuppofing  them  in  earned  oh 
the  Subject  of  Power,  no  man  is  lefs  difin- 
terefted  than  the  Earl  of  Bute.  The  Day 
■will  come  when  he  Will  requires  Return 
for  thefe  temporary  Sacrifices,  when  he  will 
demand  Appointments  and  Honours  for  all 
his  Friends  and  Followers.  What  then 
will  be  their  Fate?  Deftitute  of  Public  Con¬ 
fidence,  of  Solid  Abilities,  of  Official  Ex¬ 
perience,  they  will  totter  to  their  Fall,  un¬ 
der  the  Weight  of  that  Burden  of  Public 
Odium,  which  every  Man  muft  bear  who 
undertakes  to  fupport  him;  from  which 
even  Mr.  Pitt,  ftrengthen’d  as  he  was  by 
Popularity  is  faid  to  have  fhrunk,  and  to 
which  Lord  Temple ,  with  equal  Spirit,  Wif- 
dom*  and  Honefty,  refufed  to  ftoop  :  And 
this  Political  Death  moft  certainly  awaits 
them,  whatever  be  the  Event  of  their  Con-< 
dud.  If  their  Plans  of  Adminiftration  are 
fuccefsful,  the  Favourite’s  Envy,  which  in 
the  prefent  Moment  has  incited  him  to 
remove  a  Minister,  whofe  Abilities  he 
efteems  and  fears,  will  prompt  him  with¬ 
out  Hefitation  to  fend  back  the  Inftru- 

ments 
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nients  of  his  prefent  Purpofes,  to  their 
late  Inconfequence  and  Oppotition.  This 
appears  to  be  his  reigning  Paffion,  for  to  no 
other  Motive  can  be  attributed  the  Sacrifi¬ 
cing  an  Adminiftration,  which  he  knew 

o 

was  purfuing  the  Public  Good,  but  to  the 
Malignity  of  that  Mind,  which  having 
Jtfelf  neither  Ability  or  judgment  enough 
to  diredt  the  Strudlurc  of  the  political  Edi¬ 
fice  can  find  Pleafure  only  in  it’s  Deftrucr 
tion. — If  on  the  other  Hand,  their  Ad- 
miniftration  fhould  meet  with  any  unpro- 
fperous  Event,  they  have  had  a  recent 
Jnftance  with  what  joy  he  would  fee  them 
the  Victims  of  a  Mob,  which  his  Friends 
have  been  a.ccufed  of  encouraging. — In 
fhort,  if  they  fucceed,  they  muff  expedt 
to  be  treated  a§  Mr.  Grenville  is;  if  they 
fail,  tho*  they  will  then  have  a  longer 
Period  of  Probation,  they  may  fid  are  the 
Fate  the  D.  of  Bedford  had  to  dread.

its  Effedts,  may  entitle  him  to  the  Right 
of  conveying  a  Falfehood  in  the  Words  of 
I  ruth  ;  but  it  does  not  difpofe  me  to  adfc 
upon  his  Declarations,  it  only  excites  me 
to  add  Contempt  of  his  Timidity  to  my 
Difapprobation  of  his  Influence,  In  fadt, 
what  can  be  more  daftardly  on  itfelf,  what 
more  cruel  to  his  Patron,  what  more  in™ 
lulting  to  the  Public  than  to  endeavour  to 
conceal  under  that  Name  which  is  too  re- 
fpedtable  to  be  even  mentioned,  the  didlates 
of  his  own  Enmity  and  Ambition.  Set- 
ing,  therefore,  all  mention  of  that  Name 
afide,  I  have  no  doubt,  but  that  under 
the  oftenfible  Appearance  of  difclaiming 
him,  the  Favourite  has  flipulated  a  fecret 
Article  with  the  New  Minifters,  for  the 
Prefervation  of  his  Power,  tho’  I  think 
he  has  let  too  much  of  it  appear  in  the 
Continuance  of  the  three  Court  Lords, 
and  fome  of  thofe  Commoners  who  are 
molt  in  his  Confidence.  For  myfelf,  how¬ 
ever  this  may  be,  I  cannot  Poop  for  a 
Moment  to  lend  any  Affiftance  to  fuch 
Duplicity  and  ill  Intention.— It  is  moil

grating  to  me,*  even  to  fee  thofe  high  OffN 
ees,  to  which  I  had  ever  connected  the 

Ideas  of  Ability  and  R.efpedt,  debafed  by 
being  offered  to  any  Acceptant.  The  ill 
Confequence  to  the  Public  from  this 
Fluctuation  of  Affairs  muft  be  great,  and 
whatever  Administration  Shall  be  now1 
eftabliShed,  will  Severely  feel  the  perni¬ 
cious  EffeCts  of  the  late  total  Diffolution 
of  all  Government.  The  Public  will  feel 
too  the  fad  Refults  of  that  Rapacity  for 
Office  and  Emolument,  which  having 
been  Steadily  withstood  and  repreffed  for 
two  Years,  is  now  by  this  Change  a-* 
wakened  and  increafed.  It  is  moSl  morti¬ 
fying  to  me  to  fee  a  Ministry  formed  by 
that  military  Hand,  which  having  neither 
Temper  nor  Knowledge  enough  of  our 
Constitution  to  direCt  it,  is  willing  to  give 
the  Reins  to  any  Man,  whofe  Ambition 
or  NeceSSities  may  prompt  him  to  lay 
hold  of  them.  I  am  not  Surprized  that  Such 
a  Set  of  Men  has  been  found ;  that  they 
were  not  Sooner  collected  together  is  rather 
Matter  of  Wonder.  I  think  a  better 
Band  might  have  been  chofen  without 
committing  fo  much  to  the  Dignity  of  the

mat  the  Peace  andHappinefs  of  three  King¬ 
doms  were  given  him  to  fport  with.  On 
the  contrary,  I  will  purine  this  Man,  who 
has  facrificed  the  Flonour  of  the  Crown,
